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90,000 STILL ON THE JOB 
260.000 STRIKE GENERAL MOTORS 


DETROIT (UPI) — The Unit­ 
ed Auto Workers Union and 
General 
Motors Corp. 
today 
failed to reach agreement on a 
new three year contract and the 
union called a strike by more 
than 260.000 workers at 89 GM 
plants across the country. 


The union left on the job 
nearly 90.000 
workers at 
41 
plants that produce either key 
defense parts or vital compo­ 
nents for auto firms in the first 
"selective strike” in auto-labor 
history. 


The GM strike came after the 
union had already won 54 cent 
an hour contracts from Ford 
and Chrysler and was triggered 
by non-economic issues. 


Official word of the strike

The red-haired union leader 
told a jammed news conference 
that a strike was called because 
GM was ‘‘unwilling to meet” 
the standards of decency de­ 
manded by workers. The major 
stumbling blocks were produc­ 
tions standards and union rep­ 
resentation — regarded as non­ 
economic problems. 
Union and company negotia­ 
tors said they would ‘‘have to 


get some sleep” before nego­ 
tiations resumed. No formal re­ 
sumption time was set, but 
presumably it would not be be­ 
fore Saturday. 

EST deadline 
passed with no word from the 
bargaining room, thousands of 
workers went out at GM plants 
across the nation.

VATICAN CITY (UPI) — A 
leader of the ecumenical move­ 
ment today delivered an im­ 
passioned plea to Ecumenical 
Council fathers for a strong 
declaration 
exonerating 
the 
modem Jews for the cruel 
fixion of Jesus Christ. 


The Catholic bishops in St 
Peter’s Basilica gave Cardinal 
Augustin Bea, head of the Sec 
retariat 
for Christian 
Unity, 
the most prolonged applause of 
this session when he finished. 


‘‘The Jewish people as such 
today cannot be blamed for 
guilt that they do not have,” 
Bea said, in presenting a dec­ 
laration on the Jews 
which 
many have said was “watered- 
down” since its original draft­ 
ing last year. 


The declaration aims at ex­ 
onerating the Jews of today 
from 
the 
guilt 
acquired 
by 
those 
who 
crucified 
Jesus 
Christ almost 2,000 years ago. 


The 
new 
declaration 
also 
deals with the attitude of the 
church toward other non-Chris­ 
tians and condemns every kind 
of discrimination based on na­ 
tionality or race, Cardinal Bea 
told the fathers. 


A series of six votes on the 
crucial 
issue 
was 
scheduled. 
Also scheduled was more de­ 
bate on religious liberty, and 
possibly a report on a docu­ 
ment against anti-semitism. 


The balloting was the latest 
on “collegiality’’—the proposed 
doctrine which says that the 
bishops, as a collegial body and 
successors to the apostles, share 
in the Pope’s power over the 
universal church. 


Previous sections, passed by 
overwhelming majorilies, dealt 
chiefly with the bishops’ role in 
church government and with 
the sacramental nature of their 
office. 


Today’,j votes concerned their 
function in proclaiming religious 
truth. The text before the coun­ 
cil would state that the bishops 
collectively share in the Pope’s 
highest prerogative—infallibility.

Earl Francis Staller, 14, of 
573 Julie Lane, Penndel, admit­ 
ted to Middletown Township po­ 
lice that he lured the child into 
the wooded area and murdered 
her. 


“I feel he committed an adult 
crime,” wept Mrs. Worthington, 
“and I think he should be tried 
and punished as an adult.” 


“Anything they do to him for 
killing my daughter wouldn’t 
phase me in the least,” ex­ 
claimed the father of the dead 
child. 


“For One Second” 


“I’d like to have him myself 
— just for one second!” 


The Worthingtons were dis­ 
traught. They had been awake 
all of Wednesday night. A doc­ 
tor was summoned last night 
and administered sedatives to 
both mother and father and they 
slept from I o’clock this morn­ 
ing until about 7. 


Jeannie’s sister, Dorothy, 7, 
recounted the events leading up 
to Jeannie’s murder. 


“We were playing and he took 
Jeannie for a ride on the hand­ 
lebars of the bicycle,” she said. 
“She wasn’t with us when dad­ 
dy whistled.” 


Jeannie, Dorothy and Sher­ 
rie, age six, alway* responded 
to their father's whistle, a sig­

Last Seen 


That was the last Dorothy 
Worthington had seen of Jean­ 
nie.
